The Son of man came to seek 
and to save that which was lost. 
People ask me, “Jack, why do 
you magnity soul winning? In 
your church, why do you always 
talk about soul winning? Why 
is it that every time you preach 
you try to get people saved? Why 


is it you try to get your folks 
burdened for sinners?” 

Again and again the same 
questions come to me. What’s so 
important? Why is it always 
sinners, sinners, sinners? Souls, 
souls, souls? 


I give you four calls that God 
has given me to be a soul winner, 
four reasons why I have tried 
to build a soul-winning church. 
I did not have a_ soul-winning 
church, but God convicted me that 
I ought to have a church that 
would magnify soul-winning. On 
the grave of my father, I promised 
God that I would build a _ soul- 
winning church. After everyone 
else had gone I knelt, prayed, and 
promised God that if I ever had 
a church of any size, with the 
opportunity, it would magnify 
soul-winning.

Why 
do they go into beer joints and 
witness? Why go up and down 
the land? Why go to hospitals, 
lanes, highways, and hedges?

In God’s Word there are some 
immutable laws not bounded by 
dispensations, customs, or any 
other barrier. One of these is 
“ , .. to obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams.” It is always and 
only right to obey God’s. Word, 
God’s counsel, not man’s ideas. 

Let’s see what happened to 
“fundamentalist” Uzzah when he 
ignored that principle (II Sam. 
6:1-11). 

The new King’ David. after 
smiting the Philistines and win 


ning a great victory over these 
enemies of the children of Israel, 
decided to bring the ark of God 
to the city of David. David orders 
the ark of God to be taken out of 
the house of Abinadab, where it 
was cared for by him and his 
three boys, and put “the ark of 
God upon a new cart,” to be 
hauled to Jerusalem. The Philis- 
tines had sent the ark here on 
a cart, so David would haul it 
on a cart. 


Do you know what that cart 
was? That was the cart of mod- 
ernism, unbelief. 

God’s way was too “old-fash- 
ioned,”’ too slow. The “ark” was to 
be borne by the staves on the shoul- 
ders of the Kohathites, but was 
not itself to be touched, “lest they 
die’”’ (Num. 4:15). David, ‘God’s 
anointed,” cooked up a “better” 
way, a modern, up-to-date way. 
No need to be “tied” to a set 
of rules; God expects us to use 
our “common sense,” you know. |

He went to the king and said, 
“There is a certain people who 
are scattered among all the prov- 
inces of your kingdom, who are 
different from others. They have 
different laws, and they don’t obey 
your laws, so you should not let 
them live. I will pay ten thousand 
talents of silver to your treasury 


as seemed best. This was what 
the wicked prime minister had 
wanted, and he immediately sent 
out a proclamation to all the 
kingdom, “On such and such a 
day all the Jews, young and old, 
even the women and little chil- 
dren are to be killed, and all their 
belongings may be taken as a 
reward.” 

And so in every country of the 
Persian Empire, in its own lang- 
uage appeared this terrible edict.

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Layman Conference Speaker 
“Accused Bible - Believing 
Christians ,.. of Using the 
Archaic Language of the 
King James Version” 


In connection with the Billy 
Graham campaign and the Whea- 
ton College Centennial was a lay- 
man’s - conference. The Wheaton 
Daily Journal, for Monday, Oc- 
tober 5, had a front page, four- 
column article headed, “Graham, 
Businessman Speak at Layman’s 
Parley,” and said, “Evangelist 
Billy Graham and several prom- 
inent businessmen spoke to a lay- 
man’s conference held at Wheaton 
College Saturday. About five 
hundred men attended.” Dr. Gra- 
ham is quoted as saying some 
things about sputnik, John Dewey, 
and Wheaton College, then the 
article said: 

“In the morning, three prom- 
inent corporation executives and 
a professor at a leading eastern 
medical school challenged the con- 
ference delegates to strengthen 
the lay witness of the arm of 
the church.’ Those named were 
R. G. LeTourneau; Herbert J. 
Taylor, chairman of the board of 
Club Aluminum Company; Roger 
Hull, president of Mutual of New 
York; and Dr. John R. Brobeck, 
who accused Bible-believing Chris- 
tians of making their public wit- 
ness unintelligible by using the 
Archaic language of the King 
James Version of the Bible. 

What Archaic language did he 
mean? The “blood,” “salvation,” 
“virgin birth,” “born = again’? 
We remember a notorious modern- 
ist of the National Council of 
Churches making the same kind 
of accusation against Bible-believ- 
ing Christians, and he _ specified 
some of the terms I have quoted 
here. Actually there are perhaps 
twenty or thirty Archaic terms 
used in the King James transla- 
tion of the Bible, and they only 
a few times like “let” for hinder, 
and ‘‘wot’”’ for know, and I never 
heard any Bible-believer. using 
such words in public testimony. 
So he did not mean such words. 
Did he mean the language of the 
cross, Of salvation by repentance 
and faith? 

At any rate, the Graham cam- 
paign tended to discredit the King 
PJames Version of the Bible, and 
the testimony of “Bible-believ- 
ing Christians,’ at least through 
Dr, John R. Brobeck, and that 
is unfortunate, it seems to me, 
and harmful. 


Ministerial Association in 
Wheaten Goes Ecumenical 
Following Inclusive 
Revival 

It was my privilege to take 
part when four or five of us Bible- 
believing preachers used to meet 
and work and plan together in 
Wheaton. But with the growing 
town and several new churches, 
and other preachers moving to 
town it was felt that a constitu- 
tion should be adopted and some 
regular standard set. Therefore 
last May, a committee was. in- 
structed (I was not present) to 
bring a proposed constitution and 
a statement of faith,, “A strong 
evangelical statement of faith.’ 
The committee’ brought its report 
for the June meeting. At that 
time, some insisted that the mat- 
ter be postponed until the fall. 
And so it came up, not in the 
September meeting, before the 
Billy Graham campaign, but in 
the October meeting following the 
Billy Graham campaign, 

And invitation went out to all 
the preachers to attend, stating 
that the meeting would take up 
the matter of the proposed con- 
Stitution and statement of faith. 
Twelve of us ministers met at 
the Grace Brethren Church in 
Wheaton on Friday morning, Oc- 
tober 9. 

In due season the question of 
a constitution and statement of 
faith came up. The good constitu- 
tion, ready since it was offered 
last June, was presented. The 
statement of faith is that of the 
National Association of Evangel- 
icals, 


After a good deal of discussion, 


the statement of faith was voted 
down on the grounds that it would 


cause division, and would leave} 
out men who could not agree to} 
that statement of faith. There} 


were only four votes for the state- 


ment of faith as a part of the} 


constitution, Those voting for it 
were Dr. Harold P. Warren, pas- 
tor of First Baptist Church; Rev. 
James C. Sweeton, pastor of Grace 
Brethren Church; Rev. Merlin I. 
Seal, pastor of Holy Cross Lu- 
theran Church; and this editor, 
John R. Rice. Dr. Warren made a 
very earnest and kindly effort to 
get the statement of faith accepted 
as the very minimum of what a 
Christian ought to believe. So did 
Brother Sweeton. And Brother 
Seal offered to make the basis 
even the Apostles Creed if the 
brethren preferred, but they did 
not. : 

Actively fighting the adoption 
of any statement of faith were 
Rev. Jerry Gabriele of the Pleas- 
ant Hill Community Church, Rev. 
R. E. Winkler of the Trinity Epis- 
copal Church in Wheaton, and Rev. 
Henry Guikema of the Christian 
Reformed Church. 


After the group voted to adopt 
the constitution without = any 
statement of faith, I called atten- 
tion to the preamble which said, 
“Grateful to Almighty God for 
the gift of salvation through our 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
and humbly invoking the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, we declare 
our belief and need for an or- 
ganization of unqualified loyalty 
to the Gospel of Christ as re- 
vealed in the Word of God... ,” 
and I asked them if they meant 
for the Wheaton Ministerial As- 
sociation to be “an organization 
of unqualified loyalty to the Gos- 
pel of Christ as revealed in the 
Word of God.’ So by motion and 
by second and vote that preamble 
was marked out! © 

Before the Billy Graham cam- 
paign, the ministerial association 
elected a committee to bring in 
a constitution and a strong evan- 
gelical statement of faith. After 
the Billy Graham campaign, they 
turned down that plan by an over- 
whelming vote. As we predicted, 
any stand for the fundamentals 
of the faith in Wheaton will be 
much more difficult now, after 
good men co-operated with mod- 
ernists because Dr. Graham asked 
it. 


Divisions Follow as We Sadly 

. Expected 

In the ministerial association, 
after it was decided to receive 
modernists on the same basis as 
Bible-believers, and not to make 
any requirement of salvation or 
belief in the Bible or the deity 
of Christ and His virgin’ birth, 
if was stated: We must now plan 
for the annual -Thanksgiving ser- 
vice, I reminded the brethren that 
when there were only four or five 
of us, including Dr. Wendell 
Lovelace, Pastor Cronk, myself, 
and one or two others who opehly 
affirmed their faith in the virgin 
birth, blood atonement, and deity 
of Christ, and such essential doc- 
trines, I could co-operate in a 
united Thanksgiving service or 
Good Friday service. But I said 
that with brethren who refused 
to declare their faith in the es- 
sentials of the Bible, I could not 
conscientously take part on a 
program, Dr, Warren of First 
Baptist and Brother Swéeton of 
Grace Brethren Church said they 
could not participate in a service 
in which someone might deny the 
blood atonement or some other 
essential of the Christian faith. 
The Episcopal rector suggested 
that each church have its own 
Thanksgiving service, A _ liberal 
pastor said that this seemed to 
be shaping up on the basis of 
fundamentalist or modernist and 
that perhaps there could be a 
modernist Thanksgiving service 
and a fundamentalist service. Pas- 
tor Warren said that he could co- 
operate with the Wheaton Bible 
Chureh and other Bible-believing 
churches, and I said the same for 
Calvary Baptist Church. The mo- 
tion was that each church plan its 
own Thanksgiving service. 


Now the efforts that were for- 


merly made by Bible-believing pas- 
tors and churches to co-operate 
together are frustrated because 
some have insisted on opening the 
door to liberals in fellowship fol- 
lowing the Billy Graham cam-

Beloved, we are living in a 
day when men and women easily 
slip away from the authority of 
the words of Christ. To do this 
is to drift from all the moorings 
of safety and find yourself afloat 
at last on the downward tide of 
ruin. Cling to the Word of God. 
Believe it, and let it keep you 
from the perils of Time’s last 
days. 


Il. Beware of Wicked Unbelief 


Let us take heed. And to what 
shall we take heed? That we not 


only hold to the Word, but that 


'we believe it. 


“Take heed... lest 


'there be in any of you an evil 


heart of unbelief, in departing 
from the living God.” The Bible 
must not only be understood but 
believed. It is not given for specu- 
lation, but for simple, absolute, 
implicit faith. The word unbelief 
is translated in the margin “dis- 
obedience,” and the connection 
between faith and obedience is 
indeed very close. The old Saxon 
word “believe” originally meant 


and we will always find that we 
live by that which we believe. 
The only secret of a right life 
is a true faith, and the only proof 


of a true faith is a life committed 
‘to our creed and reflecting it 
‘in our conduct. Do we believe 
'the Word of God and are we 
living by it, putting our whole 
weight upon it and making it 
'the standard, the safeguard, and 


the guide of our whole life? 


III. Beware of Hardened 

Hearts Through Delay 
Let us hearken. “If ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts.” 
AS we have seen, it is not only 
the spoken and the written Word, 
but it is the living Word in the 
heart, and His voice is often so 
still that we will fail to hear 
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‘it unless we have the hearkening 
ear. The first condition of hearing 
is the desire to hear, the readiness 
to listen to the Master's voice, 
and to know and to do His will 
for uS in everything. God’s cov- 
enant with His people was, “If 
thou wilt diligently hearken to the 
voice of the Lord the God, and 
wilt do that which is right in 
his sight, and wilt give ear to 
his commandments, and keep all 
his statutes, I will put none of 
these diseases upon thee, which 
I have brought upon the Egyp- 
tians” (Exod. 15:26). 


It was not enough to obey what 
they knew already, but it was 
essential that they should be 
watching and waiting to know His 
voice in everything and at all 
times. It was the failure to do 
this lost Saul his kingdom, and 
brought upon him the _ solemn 
warning and reproof, “To obey 
is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams.” 
God will always be ready to speak 
if we are ready to listen, but 
if we close our ears and refuse 
His counsel He may leave us in 
silence to our ignorance and folly. 
Let us listen to the Holy Ghost. 
Let us be in touch with the 
Shepherd, and we shall know His 
voice and follow Him in perfect 
safety through every dangerous 
path of life. 


IV. Don’t Miss Heart-Rest As 
Some Israelites Missed 
Canaan 


“Let us fear,. lest, a promise 
being left us of entering into his 
rest, any of you should seem to 
come short of it.” This is founded 
aspecially on the typical connec- 
tion between Joshua, the ancient 
leader of Israel, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the great Captain 
of our Saivation. The word ‘“Je- 
sus” here used (4:8) undoubtedly 
refers to Joshua, which was the 
Old Testament name of Jesus. The 
Land of Promise into which Josh- 
ua brought the people of God was 
simply the type of the better in- 
heritance into which Christ the 
creat Captain of our salvation is 
bringing His people. Certainly it 
did not refer to our future Heav- 


en, for there will be no 
Canaanites and no conflicts. It 
was the type of the present rest 


into which Christ is bringing His 
willing people. It is of that He 
says in this passage, “There re- 
maineth therefore a rest to the 
people of God,” and we. which 
have believed do enter into rest. 


There is for us in Christ an 
inheritance of reality, of victory. 
and of peace as different from 
the condition of the average Chris- 
tian as the Land of Promise was 
different from the weary wander- 
ings of the wilderness. Now there 
is a promise left us of entering 
into this rest. That promise is 
repeated over and over again in 
God’s Word. ““Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee,’ is the ancient 
Hebrew form of the promise. 
‘Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
zive you rest,” is Christ’s new 
sdition of the promise turned into 
a great request. “The peace of 
God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 
This is the bequest divided among 
the children, and proved in the 
actual experience of life. 


Now if this is left us it becomes 


a very serious thing for us to fail} 


o receive it. It would be a very 
serious thing to allow your fa- 
ther’s will to go by default and 
waste the great inheritance which 
amid sacrifice and toil he spent 
his life accumulating for his loved 
ones. And how much worse is it 
to waste the purchase of the 
precious blood of Christ and allow 
to be of no effect His costly 
sacrifice and His infinite gift of 
‘ove! “How. shall we escape. i! 
we neglect so great salvation?” 
How serious it is even to seem 
to come short of it! It is not 
the danger of a life of. open 
wickedness that is here pointed 
out; it is a life that just barely 
misses God’s best. It only comes 
short, but loses it just the same. 
Was there ever a more pathetic 
story than that of the tribes that 
marched behind the pillar of cloud 
and flame, that came right up to 
the gates of Canaan, and yet right 
there at the very threshold failed 
to enter in? Was there ever a 
sadder spectacle than those 
ancient millions turning back into 
the desert day after day and year

form do not now feel free to re- 
prove them as unbelievers and 
refuse to associate with them. 

Meantime, we find a stirring 
ferment and some division in the 
churches—not in churches like 
Calvary Baptist, which did not 
co-opeate with modernists in the 
Billy Graham campaign and made 
its position clear, but in some of 
the churches which professed to 
believe the Bible, but went along 
with Dr. Graham and his modern- 
ist friends and the college. 

I have just received word that 
in Indianapolis there has been a 
strong effort to alienate members 
from Dr. Ford Porter’s Berean 
Temple because he opposed. yok- 
ing up with unbelievers. In Whea- 
ton we have had rowdyism from 
college students who thought they 
were working for Dr. Graham and 


the campaign. Division and 
trouble come when people sow 
compromise. 

Christian co-operation among 


good Christians is in poorer state 
today than it was before the Billy 
Graham: campaign. Liberals are 
now nominally in charge of the 
ministerial association, and Bible 
believers who go along with them 
go by their sufferance and by 


meeting the requirements of liber- | 


als that they never insist on any 
of the fundamentals of the faith, 
and never make conversion and 
Christ and the Bible a basis of 
faith. 

There is some disillusionment 
among pastors who went along 
with the Billy Graham campaign. 
One good man said to me, “You 
were right. You said that the 
Billy Graham team would load 
the committees down with modern- 
ists and neo-orthodox people so 
that Bible-believers could not con- 
trol the work of the committees.

He honored men’s desires 
instead of God’s Word, 

Uzzah, not wanting the ark to 
fall to the ground, steadied it 
with his hand and “the anger of 
the Lord was kindled against Uz- 
zah; and GOD SMOTE HIM

there he died by the ark of God.” 

Although David later saw his 
error, it was too late to save 
fundamentalist Uzzah from _ so 
tragic an ending. 

Beloved, I belfeve there is a 
parallel here with the _ situation 
we have today. In Billy Graham’s 
modernistically sponsored, city- 
wide crusades, and many other 
“works”. which constitute “a con- 
spiracy of .... prophets,” a lot 
of people are involved and many 
of them meaning well. The Gospel 
is being proclaimed and rightly 
so, but is being .carried on the 
“cart” of modernism and not on 
the shoulders of God’s people by 
the staves (God’s way). 

David was right in wanting to 
take the ark to the city of David 
where it belonged, just as Bilfy 
Graham is right in wanting to 
see souls saved and the Gospel 
preached. David, however, was 
wrong in the method that he 
used, as he later admitted (I 
Chron, 15:13). Matthew Henry re- 
flects: 


“God would hereby teach all 
of us that a good intention 
was not the justification of that 
action (it will not suffice to 
say of that which is ill done, 
that it was well meant). He 
will let us know that He can 
and will secure His ark, and 
needs not any man’s sin to help 
him do it. If it were so great 
a crime for one to lay hold 
on the ark of the Covenant 
that had no right to do so, 
what is it for those to lay claim 
to the privileges of the Cove- 
nant that come not up to the 
terms of it? To the wicked 
God says, ‘What hast thou to 
do to take my covenant in thy 
mouth?’ (Ps. 50:16). ‘Friend, 
how camest thou in hither?’” 


It is right for Billy Graham to 
preach the Gospel and get souls 
saved, but it is wrong for him to 
earry. the Gospel on the modern- 
ists’ cart (in this case, their 
support and sponsorship), endan- 
gering the spiritual lives of every 
one of God's children who join 
in the tragic conspiracy. 

All who so enter into such an 
unholy alliance and those who, 
knowing avout it, fail to expose it, 
are in danger of the charge of 
treason and in danger of being 
smitten by the hand of God's 
judgment.
